A wiſe andrarionali Hiſtorian comparing and cen- 
ſtring divers Common-wealchs , why one ſaubfiſted, 
and others decayc<d ; and how the one prenailed vpon: 
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the other; examined the formes and inſtitutions, their 
defignes, and ends, and what was poſſible to be butte 
vpon them, That of P/ato he eſteemed vncapable of 
compariſon, other then as a Statue to a man, which 
had excellent art, without life. Athens and Thebes were 
not vnderlaid to beare any aduerfitic : Bue when they 
werc moſtlike toriſe, the temperature of their policy 
was inſufficient to allay the abundance and increaſe 
of humours, & the growth was too ſudden and heauy 
for the foundation : when they began to ſhake ,their 
root had no earth. The Lacedemeniay, to ſubliſt of it 
ſclfe, to oppoſe forraine violence, to need nothing ex- 
etique, to liue in peace, was in all perfeion inſtitu- 
ted. Ceterum ad paranaum [1bi in vicinos dominatum, 
ro extend their Empire, even their owne foundation 
was an impediment. A bleſſed ſtate, if Ambition were 
baniſhed the world ; but defeRiue to abſolute ſaferie: 
For no defence is ſecure, that cannot offend. There. 
fore, as ſoone as that State began ro affe conqueſt, 
and to raiſe Armies, they found in their conſtitution, 
that the Lawes made to keepe them happy, were too 
narrow to hold others in ſeruitude : and their vntried 
felicitie blinded their iudgement, to over-value their 
owne abilities, 2 ui vitam inflituiſſet contre naturam, 
merits etiam contra naturams fato funitus eft. 

The Carthagenians and Romans had larger ends, & 
a broader foundation,like abilitics and aptitudes to ef 
fet them, which were Imperium mnndi. And though 
all Common-wealths doe connenire in aliquo medio, 
yet they whichdefigne quiet poſſeſſion of their owne, 
and viurpation of the Eſtates of others, arc ar both. 
ends vtterly repugnant, 
| The 
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The reaſons why the Romans prevailed vpon Car* Poli, 
7 chazebeing alike inſtituted, areanother conſiderations 
the manner of building, the conſtancy, vertue, and 
goodneſle of Inſtruments are great differences. In 
theſe the Romans cxcelled ; and perhaps in the 
youth {for cuery State hath an Infancy, a mature,and 
7 adecrepitage) and C_—_— ſooneſt arriued at 
2} their cnds.But that wherein moſt effeQually they pre- 
 uailcd, was in Counſels ; in which they had aduan- 
tage in the forme of their gouerniment : For the peo- 
ple in Carthage, in all deliberations, had too much au- 
thoricie, which bred delay, and hindered ſecrecy ; 
whereas in Rome, the Senate and Optimmati, expericn» Tacit, 
ccd and wiſe men, onely reſolued,. 1mms ad bellums, 
non omnes Nuncios palam audiri , yon omnia confilia polity 
cuntttss preſentibrs trattari, ratio rerum,ant occaſionum 
wvelvcitas patitur., Vittoria conſiliſs, & ratione perfi- 
CHHY. | 
From theſe Conliderations a Conſequence is de- 
duced, that when any two great Kingdomes fall into 
a warre, that which will prevaile, muſt conſider the 
ends of the other, and the wayes and meanes where«= 
with they are proſecuted, and to them mult apply all 
induſtry, and dire oppoſition. In the ends, as there 
is great difference, ſo there is great aduantage by the : 
becauſe ane things, etiamſ:e agendo repatiantar, 
- weare-out paſſiue , though of cquall ſtrength and 
hardneſſe, asthe iron that ſtrikes, in time batters that 
which ſuffers. Common-wealths that defigne con. 
queſt, and are alway attentine to watch occaſion, 
get ground vpon the modeſt, moreby vigilancy then 
torce : and fraud, which is a terrible inſtrument, doth 
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ever accompany Ambition. Covnſels vanquifh # 
Armes, as ſpirituall things are predominant vpon ma- ? 
ecriall, and as fire diſſolues the faſteſt merals : & thoſe * 
Counſels are moſt preualent, which are vnited in one ©

Therefore riſing and encreafing Empires are dan- [ 
gcrous, if they once grow great, and muſt be reſiſted * 
in their ends, and in their counſels: fingle defence is. |}

Proiet in the manner was nor acceptable to King 
Phillip, that the Pope ſhould giue that away, withour 
firſt conſulting with him, which hee had embracedin 
his owne thoughts, yet he yeelded and promiſed to 
aſſiſt Don 10hn in the Inuafion of Z=gland, So much 
more hee thirſted ro depriue a Chriſtian Prince of an 
antient Inheritance, then to keepe a great Kingdom, 
opportunely ſeated to annoy the Twrks, from his 
friends, the Ostomans, I will not Phyſically conie- 
Qure what bloud begat this Counſell, but propoſe 
it,asa worthy and great Confideration. 

The attempt of the Duke of Medina, and the in- 
uincible Armado, wasafruir of the ſame root, But 
that the ſword might not ſceme to cut through all 
Juſtice, to corruptthe minds of the ignoxant, and ro 
ſarisfic the doubtfull and - ſcrupulous, a counterteir

cuſling the ſcucrall ticles of Exgland, and ſeeming to 
glue euery onetheir owne right, it cunningly infinu- 
ates, that the reaſ5ns ofthe 1»fanta Iſabella were 
more pregnant then all the reſt, which could not 
come into queſtior; vntill Sixreene Princes ſucceffori- 
ly raigaing, were condemned for Vſurpers, one of 
whom her father had married and by her taken the 
title of £1g/and.

& pruna ignee : its emittens ſagittas ſues, diſpergit, 
& fulzura iaculans, fundit tos. 
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When fained Titles were fooliſhneſſe before God 
and men, and the Chariot wheels of the Enemy were 
taken off, outward force not prevzil ng, Religion, and 
the defence of thar, as the laſt refuge and Sanctuary of 
Ambition, was taken vp, and a holy pretence aquan« 
ced to practiſe Treaſon and Rebellion in Ireland, To 
this end,the Eitles of Deſmondand Tyron were thruſt 
our, and maintained in deteRion, againſt theirnaturall 
Prince ; and as ſoone as their actions were worth the 
avowing, Aids, and Supplics were openly ſent from 
Spaine, and that Kingdome doubly inuaded, by Con- 
| nga Armes. But Kinſale is a famous ſepulcher 
of their honor : that Climate perhaps hauing as natu- 
rall an Antipathy ro Cholerique complexions, and In- 
eruders, asto noyſome and venemous beaſts, 

I purpoſenot to enumerate priuate and clandeſtine 
minings and machinations : Theſe three notorious 
examples will proue the general Afſertion,7hat Spaire 
doth aſpire the ſabiettion of Europe by tbe firſt aſcent of 
England : yetto ſhew more clearly the wiles and re- 
ligious Counſells, wherewith this Defigne is proſe cu- 
ted, it will be no vnproficable digreſſion, to reveale to 
the world che Neeotiations of this Monarchy with 
the Orromans, when cyther ir hath beene in wanr, or 
fe .r2,or preparing for ſome nzw Attempt ;Catholique 
waies, which the Lyon hath nener trode tu the Deſert, 
nor the Y ulturseye feene in the wilderneſſe. 

Itis one of the Vaine-glories of Spaine, thar they 
hold no correſpondence, nor cuer made any peace 
with the great Enemy of Chriſtendome, calumniating 
and reprvachiag all orher Princes and States, who,for

About the time that Philip the ſecond (the holy 
League to depriue Henry the Fourth of the Crowne of 
Francegtailing him) in the Reigne of Mehemer, Grand 
facher of Hora now liuing, a certaine rich Portugal 
lew, Dow Aluaro Mendes, reſident in Conflantinople, © 


"pretending occaſion ro ſend another of his Tribe cal- 


led 1ehnuda Serfati, vpon private affaires (but praftiſed 
by the Miniſters of Spaire)into that Country; as ſoon 
aS he arrived at the frontire,by the Kings order he was 
created an Ambaſſador from the Grand Signier, and. 
conducted in that qualitie to the Coirt,anda Counſel 
held, in what manner to giue him audience; His name 
was already changed to Don Gabriel! diBona-Yentura, 
B 3 his 
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his InſtruRions drawne by aſwnto for the purpoſe;and 
thus hee was ſh:wed abroad, defrayed by the King, 
and his Meſſage publiſhed, that hee was imployed to 
offer Peace and friendſhip from the Turkiſh Emperony. 

When this Scene was ated, he was ſent backe with 
erue. Letters of Don Chriffofero di Mora, and the Secre- 
tary Catagna, to the great Yizzer, and for his better 
ſecuririe,a ſafe Conduct and Credance wasgiuen him, 
figned bythe King Toe! Rey, 

P.afling by Sicily, by Catholique Order, Forty Tur. 
kiſh Slaues were deliucred him, to preſent at the Port, 
in earneſt of the Spazifhand Ottoman amitie,, Letters 
alſo of credit for good ſummes wcre furniſhed, roen- 
able him ro ſpend, & procure anſwer from the Grand 
$ienor, and fauour of the YiFter, Mwufti, and other of 
the great Officers. 

. Wirh which Oxders and Armes being arriued at 
Conſtantinople, he vicd all meenes, with all men,to in- 
d:1cc an acceptance of the Peace, vrging and demon- 
ſtraring the earneſt affeRion, and defire of the King of 
Spaine to conclude it, 

But this practiſe being-diſcouered by the Ambaſſz- 
dors reſident at the Port, and others nottoo well affe- 
Red to Spurre, the falſhood was made appeare; and 
Don'Gabriel by the great YVizier was clapt in prion, as 
a Counterfeitand Impoſtor. 

Ina few monethsithis /;zier- was diſplaced, and an- 
other aduanced to.his Office, and, as it is common

7 therenpon Petition made'to the Grand Signioy to en-

! new Miniſters, it was admitted, and accepted, and an- 
| ſwer granted to the King of Spaize,thar ſeeing hee had 


ſhewed ſo much affection to peace, and to enter into 
a fincere Correſpondence with the Port,eſpecially by 
the charitable liberty of ſo many Mahometans freely 
preſented;that the Gates of the Ortoman Empire were 
alway open to whomſocuer did ſeeke their friendſhip: 
and that Ambaſſadors might ſecurely come to treat 
and conclude it. 

With theſe Letters to the Catholique King, and os 
thers to Don Chriftofero 4; Mora, and the Secretary Ca- 
ta2na from the Yizier, Dow Gabriel was diſpceded 
with two Meſſengers of the Port, by the way of Wal- 
lachiatorhe confines'of the Empize, purpoling to take 
his iourncy through Germany. 

Bur Rodolphwus being then 1n warre with Sultan Me- 
hemct, he was ſtayed, and examined on the Borders; 
To free himſclfe, he fained that he had Lerters to the 
Emperonr 4whereuponall his.papers were ſeized, and 
ſencto Prague. His /mperiall Maiefty very diſcontene, 
and jealous of fuch Treatics betweene Sparxe and Twr- 
ky, without his communication, and in ſuch a Con- 
iunure, gaue order, that the ew ſhould be brought 
to Vienna, and kepr in cloſe Priſon, vntill he had ſome 
advice from Madrid, The Catholique King, finding 
diu non latere ſcelera, to ſauce the honor of his privare 

Defignes, denyed the faR, forſooke and proteſted the 
poore Don Gabriel, who-miſcrably there ended his 
life, con a/ſas mala-venzara. It. may be colleed,that 


the Spaniſh ends of this Treacy were ſuch as durſt not 
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abide the light, ſeeing they might not bee trufted to ? 
the neareſt friend ; and it was iudged great modeſty, '! 
tobe aſhamed, and the part of a good Chriſtian,to re- 
nounce ſecret practiſes with Terkes,by the mediation 
of ewes, but of an ill Maſter, to [eauc and abandon his 7 
Seruant. Such Veſlcls in the hands of Princes are for- © 
med for honor, or diſhonor, as their intereſts counlell 2 
them. b 
In later times, the extraordinary Ambaſſidors of #! 
the Emperor, treating at Conſtantinople the frontire | 
Afﬀaires, and accidentall Breaches, another overture 
was by them made inthe name of the'King of. Fpaire, 
and the beſt argument vſed was, that the world knew 
bur two great and Imperial! Families, Auſtria, and 0t- 
roman, who if they were reconciled, might make ano- 
ther Diviſion of Eaft and Weſt: The reſt, it is more hu- 

manitic to conceale, then Chriſtianitic to negotiate, 
This laſt yeare a Bolognefe was ſent from the Vice- 
King of Naples, in purſuit of the ſame Deligne; and 
counterfeit Letters printed in Spaine, with a Cata- 
logue of impoſſible preſents , pretended fiom the 
Grand Signior,to beg peace, and ſpread abroad,to add 
reputation to his Armies; as if the world wouldtrem- 
ble at a ſmoake : And though this Engine returned 
truitleſſe, yer Spaine is not hopelelſe, They know the 
eaſe and aduantage they ſhould draw, by ſecuritie on 
this ſide, ro-haue all their Gallies at libercie,to ſhut vp 
the Strazehts, ro hinder traffique, and'to ſuccour Ge- 
#ou4; and their Garriſons of Calabria and Sicily tree, 
to be imployed in their other neceſſities.

where he reduced that Empire to nothing,buta Col.

Eighteene yeares this glorious Captaine trodeon the 
ſpoiles of 1raly, and doubcleſichad finrſhed that Do- 
minion, and in that day, in which he curned to Capes 
had ſypped in the Capitol, Si quemadmodum [cir 
vincere, ſic vtt vittoria [ciſſet. From whence grew the 
proucrb:: Capuam Hanibali, Cannas faiſſee We mult 
not truft incrrors, nor hope this Courtelic of our E. 
Rcemics. 

When the young $Sc:p/0 reviued the hearts of the 


Romans 
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Romans by vndertaking the Prouince of Spaize , 
where his Father and Vancle, ard ſo many Legions 
were buried, he found three Armies greater then his 
owne, t5 oppoſe him. Yulgaria emnia confilia, er quo- 
rnm venire in mentem cuinſnus poterat,omiſit. To fight 
with all ac once was impoſiivlez to beginne with one 
d.:ſperate; the other two were at his back, -entire, 
vincendo.vincerettr, And fortune muſt nor be often 
tempted; Bur when he fcll vpon the confideration, 
thatnew Curthage was the fountaine from whence 
all che diuifions were ſupplicd,the Port, and harbour 
of ſuccours,he reſolued,omnes vns ageredi;by taking 
that City, ro dry. vp the {ircames ar the ſpring head; 
Thus the Enemies retrait & ſtorehouſe became his, 
tote Regio in vna v1be ſuperataeft, and he changed the 
face of the whole warre, by one deliberation, and 
was vitorious without the vncertaine tryall of Bat- 
tell, dubium an viiliori feliciorine concilto. . 
L iſtly, when there was no other way to retire Ha- 
iba out of Italy, this fare of Carthage vndertooke 
to tra1ſportthe warre to their own doores; and then, 
hee that neuer refuſed ro fight, treated, ſought peace, 
an4 almoſt confeſſed char he was vanquiſhed, then he 
made thae pirrifull oration, the moſt inglorious of all

_ Great preparations at mighty exponces giue to00 
great warning, are ſubicR ro many accidents and hae 
zard roo much reputation, And ifone State know 
any one Deſigne rt may much annoy the Enemy, it 
is like the other 15 npt ignorant of their owne weak- 
neſles. Wiſe Gameſters play not all at a Caſt the By, 
often helpes the Marne. Therfore, both ruſe & exam- 
ple hith taught vs, thac Spaine is morecalily waſted, 
then any part of their Chriſtian Dominion conquered, 
w:iile the ſtreame of money is open, and vndiuerted. 
But if this long and ſure courſe threaten allo a reci- 
procall Conſump:ion, yetthat warre in Exrope will 
bee moſt profi-able for vs, which ſhall be made nca- 
reſt our owne Kingdome, both for the keeping our 
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forces vnited, and at hand,and for the caſineſſe of ſop- 
plies in all Euents;and out of Ewrope, by a Roiall Ac. 
tion, it is not impoſſible at one ſtroke, to behead the

ceffit, The contrary then, which is a firme and con- 
ſtant League, is onely powerfull, and able to arreſt 
them. In the Colleaguced warre of the Common- 
wealchs of Greece againſt the vnired power of the 
Spartans,ſome of the Confederates, who lay next the 
dinger, beginning to waver, this ſentence of their 
common ſafctie was giuen, vnicam ſpem ſupereſſe vi- 
deo omnibus, agri ſui longum temps poſidenai, ſi Epa- 
minonde conſilio vfi, omnuinm temporum, omntumgue 
rerum focietatem ſinceram inter ſe colant - Tohopeto 
divide indivi/ibileisloſt labour,the Defignes of Spaine 
arc one, vnited inthe head, in genere generaliſiimo,the 
Houſe of Auſtria, which cannot be diſtracted. They 
haue no other maine and important adherent, but the 
Pape, and his Eccleſiaſtical D<pendents, and theſe 


alſo make but one, and meet inthe Center, concur- 
3 ring 
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ring-in common and mingledends, And they greatly 
erre, who ſuppoſe, that ir is euer poſſible to finde a 
Pope vnpartiall fr Spaize, or to fauour any other 
Prince againſt them. Let Yrban the Eighth ſerue for 
an example, rais'd and fed by France, yet fallen to 
their enemies, per ragione di ſkato. One freth and pre- 
gnant inſtance will diſcouer both this vattie, and the 
aduanrage of Spaniſh Counſells. When the Treaty 
of Madrid tor the liberty of the Y alteline was nor per- 
formed,and roundly preſſed by th: French ſome difh- 
cultics remaining, to prolong the poſſefſion, the Forts 
of that Vally were,by conſent, deliuered to the Pope, 
tenquam communi Patriin Depoſits. 

This ſeemed very equall, bur rhe French were 0- 
uer-reached , For they hoped vpon the juſtice of their 
Cauſe, and that a ſentence would timely be giuen for 
them, which was impoſſible : For the Spaniard was 
content, that the Depoſition ſhould remaine for cuer 
to his vſe ; and he knew that the Pope, by accepting 
it, was engag d never to ſurrender to the Griſons, be- 
cauſe the ſpirituall Father could neuer deliuer his 
Ci:ildren (behold another title }to the ſubicRion and 
will of Heretiques : and it che French ſhould at laſt 
vic force, his Holineſſe was doubly intangled, both in 
honor and conſcience, to vnite with Spazxe, to miin- 
caine his Depoſitarion. This the French did not fore- 
ſee,and fel vpon a diſaduantageto recover it from the 
Pope, a matcer of dangerous conſequence. Who, at 
laft, cakes Armes in the Cauſ*,as the World knowes. 
Bur when both che Pope and Sp4:»e ſaw ſuch a gene- 
ralltorme, and Collegnation, and foreſaw, that there 
was neremedic buttoloſe it by Armes, which being 
viaorious, 
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vitorious, might quarrel! with Mr4ew, or finde new 
obiecs of their diſ-{aine, they reſolued rather to ſur- 
render it, and to ſeeme ro yeeld to Iluſtice, But who 
muſt doc ir? The Pope by no meanecs can conſent to 
deliuer part of his flocke to wolues, ſo his Ambaſſage 
proteſted in Frexce, therefore, by ſecrer conniuence 
and agreement, the King of Spine doth ſuddenly ſeale 
the old Articles, and makes the TranſaQion before 
Barbarini (hill arrive, to ſave the Popes honor : For 
a temporall Prince may ſa'#4 conſcientia reftore Here- 
tiques totheirtempor:ll rights, which the Pope, a 
higher pretender, ouer ſoule, body and goods,cannot 
doc. By this cunning they hope co ſeparate the Prin. 


ces vnited, the quarrell being,in outward appearance, 


ended 3, and by this Intelligence it is euident, that the 
Spiritual and temporall ſerue one another, and take 
turnes, and ſhift Intereſts, for mutuall aduancage.But 
if examples proue not categorically let it be confide- 


| red, that the ſpiritual and temporall Monarchies, affe. 


Qed by Rome and Spaine, haue ſuch mutuall intereſt

There remaines onely of my-purpoſe,to preuent a 
Queſtion ; why I haue choſen to dedicate, by this 
Epiftle, the enſuing Tranſlation, royou moſt werthy 
Senators of the Houſe of Commons. For this boldnes 
may be ſubicQro various miſinterpretations. No ma 
will ſuſpeR me of ſo great arrogance, as that I hope 
to teach youany thing you doe notknow.:But ſceing 
your owne wiſecdome did firſt foreſce theneceflity 
of a warre with Spaine, and your owne zcale to the 
honour of your King, did counſel to vndertake it, 1 
thought ſuch forraine Meditations as theſe, concur- 
ring with your owne thoughts, might alſo animate 
and nouriſh inyou a ſpirit, and generous Reſolution, 
vigorouſly to maintaine it. You know how much of 
the good ſucceſle of great Aftions depends-vpon re- 


putation, and they have aduanced much, who haue | 


gotten opinion. As Aſtrologers make their judgments

eucr, to ca'umniare Innocency, and to procure hatred, ic 
hach becnethoughe fie, ro publiſh this Treatiſe, by which all 
men may be informed briefly,and truly ,chat what they haue 
done, js nor onely right, by all Dixize and Hamaxe law, but 
5 Wor-. 
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worthy to be approned with high praiſes, of men judicious, 
intell;gent, and well atfefted to /wſtice and Chriſtianity y and 
to be protected by all Stares and Princes. 

Omitring therefore colours, andarcifice of words, proper 
to choſe miniſters, who ſtudy nothing, but ro decejue: Eue- 
ry one doth know,tharall which a Subic& can pretend, con- 
ſiſteth in Sowle, Life, Honor, and Goods ; Of all thete, nothing 
remamed0 the tmierable Ve/olines, whetcin they were not 
extreamly appretſed, and tyrannized. 

Concerning the Sowle, it is ſutficiently knowne, that the 
Inhabitants of that Vally were anciently bred,and nouriſhed 
in the holy Roman Catholique faith; That therein, are many 
beaurifull Churches, dedicated tothe bleiſed Yirgir, and 0- 
ther Saints, fauourcd by God with graces and miracles, and 
therefore frequented by the devour concourſe of ſundry Na- 
tions, tothe great comfort and benefic of the People, who 
were by the Carboliques tothem admitted, in them to celc- 
brate Maſſe, and Sernrces,for the health of their ſoules,accor- 
ding tothe holy Roman Rite. Bur now theſe Barbarians,giuen 
yp in prey, to the moſt peruerſe Profeſſors of euery Herelie, 
and particularly of Calwini/mre, hauelo with all cheir induſtry 
wrought , that this puyſon hath ſlided, and infefted the 
whole Valley; from wher.ce it m:y more eaſily ſpread 
into the bordering parts of 7aly, And although firſt 
they did not apparencly ſhew to rake from the People, the 
vie of their ancient religion, yer their ations manifeſtly were 
thereunto addreſſed ; ſeeing by their Decrces, they gane po - 
wer tothe Heretiques,to prophane the old Carholique Chur- 
cher, with their Preachings, and Burialls; 3nd doe take away 
the reuenhues left to Carholiqne Churches for Miles, ard 0+ 
ther offices, which they transferre to heretical! Miniſters; That 
they -inforce Catholiques co built them Churches 3 That 
chey extinguiſh wholly Eccleh:ſtical Inriſdition, depriving 
the Cathel:1ques of the publication of Indulgence:, and [ubi- 
lees, and of Entrance into Orders, taking away all cheir

ſuffering any co abey him, nor that he ſhould come to yilit or

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comfagt them ; Thatoeppramie the Heretique: Miniſters ©- 
pen'y to treade downe: the Sacraments of the Catholigue 
Church, and it any oppo!e,heeis ſuddainly, and barbaroul- 
ly puniſhed in life and goods; T hat they exclude out of the 
Ualy, almoſt all che orders of Religion, admitting on che other 
part, indiftinRly, herericall Miniſters , of ali Nations;. That 
they creft Seminaies and. lately herecicall Colledges, afe 
ſigningehem the proits, tiches, Canonryes, and Benefics 
taken from the Curates and Carholique Church. O, all theſe, 
there are. pailed Decrees, Statutes, and oper Zuvts; And of 
Calcs particular,therc are publique Acts, whereof the memo- 
ry 15coofrefh, and renewed by moſt cruell death inflifted on 
Catheliques, and Religious men, in the moſt Infamous ma- 
ner imaginable. Now whac elſe js this, bur to vic maniteſt 
Tyranmeoues the ſoules of the Carhe/6que Subiets,, totake 
from them chole helpes wherewith they aduance their ſalwe- 
tin, and their way to He:men, and to enforce them to-em» 
brace a new Religion which leads them downeto Hell? The 
cauſe too mich declares ic ſclie, there is no-necde of grea-

Inche reſt,to demonſtrate the wretched. eſtate of the ſaid 
Vally, ic ſhall ſuthce, ſimply to repre(ent- the maner of Go- 
uernment vſed many.ycares pal}; it ſhall' be ſufficiene-ro ſay, 
thar it hath beene g'uen onely to him thac wauld offer moſt 
money, Without ary the leaſt Conlideration of abihv1cor o» 
ther parrs necellary co ſuch a charge; and thatthe Conmiſſe- 
ries lenc in apparance to remedy the torepaſt injuſtice, were 
of the (ame quality, and. ſomerimes worſe; Infomuch that 
both che one, and che other had for their ayme, and thereto 
encly did atiend,to gettheir charges, and to heape.vp, by 
all imaginable meancs, ſo much Gold that therewith they 
might returne to ther owne houſes entich't for cuer, 

From hence it. proceeded, that the liues of poorc Inne- 
cents were a thou'and waies enſnared, and ofren raken away 
with open inwuſtice, ar thejnſtance of their Enemyes, who 
with great ſummes of money bought them, and ſometimes

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afrer farpe Imprifonment, and ether torments, hardly wer ec 

difinifſed naked, by the price of all their ſubRance, which re- 

mained openly to the Officers without any ſhame,in ſo niuch

oods, durſt not thereof lament, 

By the ſame mcanes, the eſtate of che Subice in Civill 
Cauſes was alwaies in great danger: For the Magiſtrates be. 
ing publiquely mercenary, it ofren happened that ſome Cid 
looſe by an vniuſt ſemencedearely bought ofthe Aduerfſary; 
and others,to preſerue them againſt Iniuſtice, were forced 
to preſcnc a great part tothe Judpe. 

No Sentencealchough confirmed & paſſed in Iudgement, 
whether Ciuil! or Criminall, was cucr ſecure; becauſe the 
Succeſſor,to dig out money,did renew the trouble to the part- 
ty acquiceed, and for a new price did often racall without 
any reipcR, that which of others, though iuſtly, had beene 
1udged. 

Safe. ConduAts were broken at their pleaſure,and pub- 
lique faich with vaine prerences violated, to depriue life, 
that by ſuck dearh, they might enrich themfelues. Lawes 
and Statutes were not now with arts, and Stratagems 
deluded, bne openly deſpiſed, and trodden vader foot, asif 
all had bcene freely giucn to chem in prey. 

Orphans and Widdows, and others of that Condition, 
ſo.much recommended, both by diuine and humane law co 
the prortcftion of Princes, -and Migiltraces, as vnable to 
helpe themſelues, by infamous meanes; did remaine whol- 
ly expoſcd cotheauarice of raucning wolues,to the extreame 
gricfc and compaſſion of good men. On the other part, it 
often occurred, that tho'e wicked men, which had offended 
others, in life, goods, and honor, being tallen into the hands 
of Tuttice, in ſtead of exemplary puniſhment, were for great 
bribes, ſometimes by vniuſt Judgement abſolued, ſame- 
timcs ynder couler of feined e(cape, let free out of priſon to 
the great oppreſſion and affiion of choſe, whom chey 
had wroiged, | | 

There were (ecne aumbers of iafamous perſons, goes 
wit 
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with the officers of Iuftice, and by themrewardecd, one!y be- 
cauſe they ſerucd as Inſtruments, many and mary wayes, to 
betray the life and goods particularly of Catholiques; From 
whenre did often follow the deſtruction and ruime, now of 
one, now of another family,alwaycs of the moſt 8ncient,and 
honorable of che Valley, | 
Laſtly, who ſhall well con{3der that which the Sicihians did 
for threc yeares ſuffer in the Roway Common wealth, vnder 
the goucrnment of the infamous Yerres, ſhall find that the 
ynhappy Uaſtelines haue endured much more, a longer time 
from the hands of ſo many, worſe then Verres; and perhapps 
ſhall Bor find, any other goucrnment fo infamous,and which 
ſo well reſcmbles that, as this of the Griſons in the Vally, 
which ſhould more clearely be manitcſted,if it were here ne= 
celſary ro repreſent all che Caſes, and their circumſtances 
one by one, as it was for Crceroghandling his Cauſe tor ends 
tar diffcrerc from ours. | 
That which makes our Caſe more full of compaſſi8,is,that 
when che miſerable oppretTed, have atrempred the refuge of 
their Superiorsfor remedy againſt 1o many Tyrannies, and 
Atts of [niuftice; the ofhcers themſclues, hauc oppaled with 
ſenerec baniſhmenes,and impriſonment, thoſe, who for the 
publike good intermedled, and when it hath hap- 
encd, that all Impedimentrs vanquiſhed,the Procurators of 
of the Vally hauc arriutd, at the Community of the 
Thr :e Leagaer, and haue.informed perticulafly their mary, 
and exceſſive grieuance;; inthe end, after haying received, 
in djuers places, ſuch affronrs, that, ſcarcely Slaues could 
ſuffer, they haue refted deluded, without cffcAt,or any pro- 
uilion. 

Theſe thir;gs without doubt, are ſufficient to take away 
all hop*,cucr co find, veder that gouernment, any calc of ſo 
many miſeries. Bur there arc othei accidents thereunto ad» 
ded, whereby the SubigRs arc broiight into viter deſ>crati» 
on. The eFſſembly in the rowne of Toſ7na, is already noro» 
rjous, Which was applicd to nothing e{ſc bur the deftr: Ri- 
on of good, and Cathe/1que men, 2s weil Griſent,as Vattelimes. 
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In the Dzete cherecelled; many baniſhments, m4 mary Cs 


pirall Condemnarions Were decreed : amongſt which wae | 


tha againſt Nicolo Ruſca Arch. Prieſt of Soxario, a Pricft of 
moſtinnocenc lite, and: atrue Aartyy of Chrif, tormented 
and putto death, with all crueity, and poſſible infamy, with. 
out any other faulc,then being a good Catbelique, & a prieſt, 
Now 'thete [niuries and Cruelties hauing neceſ{1tated ſome 
Catholigue Communinies,to fecke redrefle of ſo many cuills, 
vſing their vemoſiforcez they obtained that theſe Sentences 
being reuiewed, were, as barbarous, and moſt vniuſt, reuo- 
ked. Bur aliccletime the remedy lafted, becauſe thoſe peo- 
ple; ſtirred vp by thefury of their Minifters, and which more 
imported. moued by the pratices and monies of that Neigh- 
bour Potentate ( who per ragion ds ſtato makes any thing law- 
full, how contrary ſoeuer to the honour of God,and mainte= 
nanceof his holy {atholiquefaith )rerurned to reaiſemble in 
the Cty of T awos, where, 1n their new Diert, they haue not 
enely reconfirmcd all the cuills of that of Toſane, but added 
o:hers, making Heads of the Perſecution, & Executioners of 
their Arreſts ag2inſt Catholiqnes, the ſaine hereticall Mini- 
ſters, and by this occaſion their tyrannicall gouernment is ſo 
viſibly eſtabliſhed,(particularly by the Aſhſtance and purſe 
of that Potentare, the principall Caute of ſo many euills tothe 
Chriſtian Common Wealth) that the Subictts can expe no 0- 
ther, but a declination toa worle Condirion,and ſuddainely 
to arrive at the height and extremity ofall euills,now already 
approaching. 

Admicting what hath bin already c5pendiouſly delivered, 
yet in ſuch maner, that the Reader canneuer apprehend the 
degree, whercto their tyrannicall gouernment was truely a{- 
cended, that ſeeing, as was in the beginning ſaid, all dinine 
and humane law did permit the Tatrolines, to withdrawe 
themielues by all poſſible meanes from ſo great a Tyranny, ic 
will appeare ſo cleare to euery onegthat it will bee roo much 
vanity ro heape vp reaſons, prootes,and authorities,in 2 mat- 
ter1n it ſelfe yndonbred, even when it were diſcuſſed be- 
rweene true Subicts,and Vatlalls,and their nacura]l and ab- 
ſolute Lord, Buc 
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But now by formuch wore ſhall it appeare lawfull, when 
two-chingsTb4ll bee coniſidered;the one,that the ancient Ca- 
pitnlations of the Valley with the Griſons (following the end 
hereot)doe ſhow rather a confederation between them,then 
2 true ſubicAion; and doe ſpeake in ſuch ſort, that the Ems- 
pire cxercifed'by therh in the Valley, is diſcouered to bee a 
meere vfurpation; particularly, the Ua/tolines doe binde 
chemſeluesto the Griſons, with limitation tothings lawful & 
honeſty teſides,the obligation is made toymly to the Biſhop 
of Cora, and the Three:leaguer; where now, theſe Tyrants 


hauing de fats excluded with Sacrilegious exniation, their 


Biſhop, haue alone v'urped that,whici neicher to them,nor 


him, was granted. The other thing is, that whatſocuer the 


Ualtolines yet haue done, hath beene proſecuted onely with 
Intelligence and helpe of the ſounder part of the Gri/ons 
themſchues, and not torebell againſt cheir Lords (for ſuch 
certainly the Toree- Leagnrneuer were) but ſimply toreduce

And what more Catho/ique, and more pious Enterpriſe 
could bee imagined, then thar of [ndia, for the enlargement 
or the /acred Goſpe!l? Whar jufter ritle, then that which the 
higheſt B:bop Alexander the Sixt did grant to the Catholique 
Kings Ferdinand, and [/abe!!, in the new world; ordeynin 
them as ſuprems Emperors, ouer-thoſe Kings and Infidell 
Kingdomes ? But after, what thing was more vniuft, then 
che Conqueſt of the immediat Dominion of thoſe Countries? 
1 call it a Conqueſt, to enter with warre, to ſubdue the peo- 
ple, before they were allured with the peacefull voice of 
preaching. and to take away the life of lawfull Lords, and 
Naturall Princes, to viurpe their States, notwithſtanding 
they did not hinder the promwulgation of the Goſpell, but ra- 
ther were ready to recetuethe holy Faith, And it is a cer- 
raine:ruth, that when alſo they were not conuerted whilft 
yetthcy did not oppole the progretle of Chriſtian Religion, 
they could not be, by the way of warre, ſubie&ted: that be- 
ing contrary to the will of Crit, who ſaid, Specioſi pedes E- 
uangelizantiumpdtem;s And much lictle could they bee ſpoi- 
I:d of their Dominion, ſeting the ſame Chr:/f,when he came 
into the world, did deciare, chat ths empire alſo of the Ger. 
ralesis fult,& lawtull,commanding cuen his own Apoftlesto 
pay tribute to Ce/ar, Neither 18 itto bee belceued, that the 
Pope, when hee granted to the Catholigue Kings,the Souc- 
raign Emprreof the Indies, had any thought ro preiudice the 
immediate Dominion of Gentile Princes, becauſc he could 
not doe it. The which the great Arabaliba,King of Perudid 
know by the onely light of nature,to whom Friar Yincengs 
ds yal verde, made the moſt (ortiſh and abominable eration 
co reduce him to the holy fairs, char could betmagined : a- 
mong(t other Curious chings which he ſpike, this was one,

firme ; being in ir ſelfe, vniuſt and wicked : And therefore 
the aforementioned, Biſhop of Chiappa carneſtly defending 
thetruch, did ſend vpon this matter thirty propoſitions to 
the Royall Councell of Tedia, printed in Cimil in the yeare

Friar Bartholomy dalle Caſe ſpent the moſt part of his life | 


in /naia, Forty nine continued yeares ( as himſcife fhrmes) 
hee ſaw that which therein was Coric; and Thirty toure years 
he laboured in the ſtudy of holy Lawes, to be well inſtreed 
in the knowledge of Jultice. : 

He attirmeth nothing which he doth nor learnedly proue. 

Alihis works were direfted to his owne King, and the 
Royall Councell: before whom more then once hee appea« 
red in perſon, to entreat of this Buſinclle, Who can then 
belceue 
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beleeue,chat hee durſt ſay char which was not apparant truth? 
Men yſec not to ſpeakejll of Princes co their owne faces, Ig- 
norance ofthe fa&,or of the Law cannot be obiefted to hiay, 
ſo much praQtiſed, and who had (o long ſtudyed theſe mat- 
ters, Argument of affetion, or of paſſion, cannorbe imagi.. 
nedin a Prelat of moſt exemplar life, who renounced his 
Biſhopricke, onely to aſfift in the Court of his Prince, in the 
defence of a People, from any intereſt in him as farreremoued 
as our world is diſtant from theirs. From whence of neceſ- 
ſicy it muſt be ſaid, that ogely the loue of truth did mouc 
him,and che inuincible reaſons wherewith he maintaines all 
bis Afﬀertions, doe moſt clearly demonſtrate it. So that your 
Maicſtie, who is as much a louer of ruth, as of God z conſi- 
dering wich a ſet inde, all che fore-alleadged diſcourſes, 
will in the ſinceritieof your conſcience,concludethme which 
inthe beginning was declared ; That Enterpriſes vnderrak&@n 
onely for Religion,are often reduced to proper Intereſt, and 
that Titles, Dignities, and Authorities, granted, with moſt 
holy zeale, . by the Vicar of Chriſt, haue becne peruerſly 
abuſed. 

[cis very true, that this good Prelatate hath indeauoured 
to excuſe the Catholique Kings, by ſaying that the aboue 
mentioned exils, were againſt their Intentions, clearely ex- 
prefſed in many orders,and holy inftruftions, giuen to thoſe 
crooked miniſters, who oblerued no part of them, 

But this excuſe i1snot admitted of wiſe men, yea rather con- 
fured with moſt ſtrong Reaſons. 

Firſt;becauſe it hath not beenefound, that the Catholique 
Kings did euer puniſh any of thoſe Miniſters (vnlefle perhaps

Others that did not well vnderſtand the Religion and 
Chriſttanitie of the Grand Phillip the ſecond, did trom this 
vndertaking lay the foundation of a great building; ſaying 
that hedelircd to make himſelfe King of Frarse, or toplace 
a King of his owne dependance, hereby atſuring his owne 
neighbouring Srares, and drawitig to himſclfe no little ad- 
uancage. 

Behold the malice, and thae truely very great,againſt that 
moſt innocent Monarch, who did clearely ſhow, to. haue 
no other intereſt, nor further deſire, then that the Carholique 
Religion ſhould nor be viterly ruined, a5 it was freſhly 
threacned inthe Kingdome of France, 

But what cannot the Dew:ll doe? Saints and Heremits are 
rarely ſecure, much lefTe Princes in Courts, Scarcely hath 
Henry begunne, inſpired by the holy Ghoſt, to ſhew him- 
ſefe willing to be reduced to the wombe of holy Charch,to be 
truely a moſl Chriſtian King; when the Catholique fell ypon 
a Councell, by no meanes to conſent that hee ſhould 
bee King of France, And yet to him the Rights of thac 
Kingdome did appertainez nor for other cauſe was the 
oppoiition, but for being an Heretsgne; whence the impedi- 
ment being taken away, it was moſt yniuſt any longer to 
withſt-nd him.

The Evening before the Abſolution ſhould be giuen, the 
Dake of Seſſu, Ambaſſadour of che Cathohgue King, on his 
bchalfe proteſted to the Pope, that the abſojution which his 
Holines intended to giue to Henry, ſhould not preiudice the 
Reaſons of his King .inthat which concerned the Kingdome 
of Nauar,and the County of Bourgyndy,nor in the cxpence 
which he had made for the Conſernation of rhe Carholique 
taich in the Kingdome of Fraxce,at his inſtance and requeſt, 
and that he determined, not to depoſe Armes, vntill he had 
recouered them, The high Biſhop atrentiuely heard the 
Proteſt, and the D«ke cooke thereof a publique inſtrument, 
hauing firſt advertiſed his Holineſſeoft ſome inconneniences 
which hee feared might refule from the Abfolution, which 
was purpo'edto bee giuvento Herry. 
Theſe Protefts did appeare, to men of ſound 1:dgement, 
III grounded prentences, & the alleaged inconneniences falſe 
foundations of that great Building, which choſe malicious 
abouc menrioned did Ggnrerothemſelnes.

himſclfe nor Creditor of one Afaraneds, but certainely Deb- 
tor of manyand many Mittens , ſpent, nor according ro his 
obl1gation, for Chyiſtiumiry, bur for che intereſt of his owne . 
private Eſtares ? What then doth hee pretend ? Whyrhen 
doth he net lay downe Armes? Vpon what hath hee fixed 
his thoughts ? To what end doth he aſpire ? If he proſecure 
this warreghe proſecarethan vniuſt warre; How doth thar 
correſpond with the zea'e of Religion, for which, 6ncly as 
firſt he vndertooke it ? What charge 1s this ?,Cercamely ir 
proceedeth not from the righthand of the moſt High. Bur 
bee it ſo, tee him follow the warre, at his owne pleafure, 
there is no remedy, Henry (hallbee abſolued; and (ſhall bee 
King of Frace; Voth the Cathotique King perhaps hope, 
with his owne forces, and by Rtrong hand, ro depriue m_ 
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[i he was notable, with the ynion of ſo many other Pririceh, 
co hinder him from raking pollcffion of his Kingdome, how 
ſhall he now be able to expell him, having ſet ſure footing in 
his Throne? He atcempts a dangerous Attion. Here they pro- 
ceed with witty and politique Conlidcration, that a good

the offence of the father, and wich the offence, the diſdaine, 
might deſcend tothe Sonne, his Succeſſor, as ſoone as hea 
cameto ripe age, and ſhould fall into conſtdezation,thatche 
Catbolique King had donchis ytmoſt, to keepe him from 
being King of Fraxce,when hee indeauourgd to rake the 
Crowne fromche head of his father : and that if His tather, 
in deſpight of Spaine, mainteined himfſclte King, he alſo 
in deſpight of Spaine, might cnioy his fathers Kiugdome, 
But all cheſe conſiderations, which certainely were very 
great, before any other conceiued them, were re(olued by 
the moſt wiſe King Philip, who by common Tudgement was 
the Salomon of his times From whence for the ſame reaſons, 
that others did judge ir requilice ro leaue the warre, hee 
eſteem: it neceſlary to prolecute it, Seeing he knew he had 
ſo grieuouſly offended: Henry, that hee could by no other 
meanes,ſecure himſelfe from his diſdaine, but onely by oppo- 
ſing him to become King of France: Wherefore ſeeing the 
cauſe of Religion did ceaſe, it was expedient to faſten vpon 
ſomc other pretence; to refit (with his Hole? ) the abſolu- 
tion,and in France, the Coronationg and to proue, if jt were 
poſlible (already reafon of State had infinuated that great 
building of the Malicious) to make a King of his owne faſhi- 
on,2s he had alreadyscaul(cd to be propounded in Parliament.

For theſe and other Reaſons, together with the Machina- 
tions and praRices which were difcouered, it was decermi- 
ned in their Aſſembly, tharthe Duke 4 Afayne, as Lieute- 
nant of the Kingdome, ſhould procure to diſlolue the Trea- 
ties, that already were, vnmaskeg; becauſe by no meanes, a

Now, let your Maieftie fee, from the conrexture of the 
forementioned matters, to whac termes che moſt holy zeale 
of the King Don Phillip your father, was reduced, and how 
the faire beginnings, for ſincere Religion, were peruerted, 
onely ihroan vndue- end; of reaſon of Stare; For which allo, 
the warre, after the Abſolution of Henry,did continue, vntill 
the moſt bleſſed Clement the Eight did introduce the peace. 

F could alledge to your Maieſtie many other examples vyp- 
or- this Argument; but I efteeme thefe three, ſonorable,that 
they are enough with aduantage, | 

There may perhaps bee ſome, who will reprchend me, 
that I haue onely exetplified inthe Kings of Spare, where 
I might doubtleſſe haue beene furniſhed from Princes of 
other Natiens,and wil accuſe me as a man of little Iudgment, 
and maners, thit ſpeaking with your Maieftic I hauc preſu- 
med to mingle my tongue 'in the Actions, of the neuer c- 
nough praiſed Dow Phillip the ſecond, your father. I would 
chey ſhould confider, that 'domeſtique examples moue 
much more then forrain; fromwhence,as noble mindes doe, 
with all poffibilicie , endeanour to jmmitate the Aﬀtions 
worthy, ofcheir fxmous Arcefors;(o, by all meanes they doe 
enduftriare themſclues;ro auoid that, which in their Prede- 
ceTors was indgedworthy of blame; And,ſfecing that they,

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ſtamble vpon vabeſeeming AAisszthey dolearne notto pre» 
ſume coo much vpon them{elues, andto bee very wa:chfull, 
not to fall, where others ſlipr, and conſidering, that being 
their Deicendents, they ſhould nor eſteem chem(ſelues berrer, 
bue rather worſe,then chey;ſeeing in deſcending,nature doth 
loſe, as vertue doth encreiſe by aſcending. Wherefore, if 
by nature they are Deſcendents, they ſhall grow worſe, and 
onely a/cending by vertue, they may make them themſclues 
better. Ichen, ſpeaking with a Cathe/ique King of Spaine, to 
admoniſh him of a ſnare,now with fo much faire and hidden 
Artifice ſer before him, that eaſily he might fall cherein; how 
could [ better doe,then to ſhew him, where his owne Proge- 
nitors, moſt wiſe and Catbelique Princes, haue fallen head. 
long into like diſorders ? 

It uu neceſſary (ſaid the great Henry of France ) to ſhew the 


errors of Princes, that they which ſucceed them, may nit erre in Mons: Vit, 


the ſame, wherein others did looſe themſelues. 

I haue then purpoſciy raken theſe examples of che Kings 
of Spaine, as more helpefuil ro your Maicſtic in this preſenc 
matcer, then any other, which might have! beene produ- 
ccd; and hauceuer confirmed them with the 'Authoritic of 
Spaniſh writers, to auoid the blame, either of falſhood,or Ca» 
lumny; And becauſe they may bee of greater credit, and 
more efficacie, in the lincere mind of your Miaieftje, 

To whole confideration, I at laſt come to repreſen , 
That the Riling of the Gouernour of Alew againit the 
Griſens in the Va/teline,vnder the like prerence,didapparant- 
ly tend to the ſame end,though ſhadowed, im the Manyef, 
much wide of truch, of which I ſhall now diſcourſe, publi- 
ſhed (as ic was voyced) by the people of that Valiey, bur in 
truch by the Miniſters of your Matieftie, of whom, if your 
Maieſtic be not more chen heedfull, you ſhall bee cerrainly 
induced to ſuch AQions, thar-being added to the other 
three Varrations of your Anceſtors,will ſerue for an exaraple 
to Polteritie, of an impious and wicked Enterpriſe, vader a 
Religious and godly vaile. 413-20 ri 19 

Returning co the Diſcourſe; I ſay, that the cauſes of pub- 
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\ſ1ngthet Afavifeft, were Three. 

The 6rft, ro in{inuate te your Maieſtic and the World, 
tharthe People of the Yalteline,being tyrannited by the Gri- 
/ons, were of their 6wne free and voluntary decermination, 
and not by others induced, fallen into Rebellion. 

The ſecond, to perſwade your Maicitic and che Worlds 
that your Miniſters had uftly yndertaken the proteQion 
of thoſe miſcrably oppretſed, &,that it was confonant ro the 
greatneſſc and goodneſſe of a Carholique King, not to aban- 
don thoſe, whorefuged to his defence; So formerly, Don Pe- 
dro of eAragon, Non petwiſſe ſe arcbat Siculis indigna ferentibus, 
eperque ſnppliciter ſham implorantibus, non anxili adeſſe; yer it 
was hce that ſeduced chem into defeftion. 

Thethird, to render the poore Valtelines by ſo ſhameleſs 
a writing, ſo odious co their owne Lords, that they ſhould 
deſpaire, of ever obtayning pardonz whereby chey might 
reft the more obſtinate in cheir Rebelon, and willing,in any 
ſort to ſubie@ chemſeluesto the Dominion of your Maicftic, 
for fearc they ſhould recurne into the power of the Gre/ons. 

The firſt is clearly expretled in the AAamfeſt,which eurnes 
all chings to the juſtification of the rebellion of the Fattelines: 
the other two, which are extracted from the incrin{ique 
thoughts of the heart, mighe appeare Imaginations of my 
owne fancy, if the matter it ſelte did not spproue them; But 
arguing fecurely,f om the eff:& to the Cauſe, true, and not 
imaginarie Conchulions-may bee deduced : To this thenl 
invoke, with all-my fpirits, the attentive mind of your Ma- 
jefticz fo! when I-ſhall have demonſtrated, that all the Rea» 
ſons of the Manifeſt are (ill grounded, and falſe,and what the 
truth of thebiuſineſſcis : ir ſhall rogerher appcare, that the 
Gauſesof fad Adamjeft eannior bee 'other, then tlioſe aboue 
ſpecified. 

The Reaſons drawne to excuſe the Rebellion of the YValre- 
hncr,arereducedio two Heads.

Vpon theſe aremadegreat Amplifications, but all is affir- 
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Concerning Religianz' it 1s faid that the Griſonr veterly 
have taken from the Yalte/ines the libertie of Conſciences 
and have procured, that all ſhould be infeted with Hereſie, 
ſhewing, in every occaſion, fauour to Hereriquer, and the 
contrary to Catbaliques, vpon ſome of whom, they have in- 
flit.d mot cruell and infamous death, onely in hatred of the 
Religion, | repeate nor euery partieular ; Ir is ſufficient co 
take chis Adexime, to which all other matters arc reduced, 
and in che Aamfeft may be diſtindly read. 

Concerning Tyramy, ic gocth painting our «kind of 
oucrnment of the Gri/oxs in the Yaltelwwe,like to thar, which 
| ona 7 Verres vſed in Sieuy:and, tv ſpeake more mpdernly, 
like to ſome, pratiſedas well by the Minifters of your Ma- 
jeſtic, as of your PredecefTors in their States of Tray; as by 
chis diſcourſe you ſhall fully vaderſtand; perhaps with (pme 
notable benefic to your poore Subjects, who are waiting 
ſome eaſe, from your Royall hand. 

Burt before wee Giſcourſe particularly in theſe two 
points, it is fic to conſider, That the Gry/oxs, though diuided 
in two Rel:gions, Roman 30d Evangeiique (may it pleale the 
diuine azeftie chat in timethey may all agree in che ynitic 
of the true Apoſtoligne) yet, in all matcers, in reſpect of che 
publique good of the Srate, thee haue conſtantly ſtood vni- 
red in the politique Gouernmene, With which Concord 
they hauc ſo many yeares maintained chemfelyes free Prin- 
ces. vndependent of other, and highly eftcmed of all; For 
which cauſe, wee know with how much diligence and 
charge many great Princes haue ſought cheir friendſhip, But 
of late yeares, inthis part, ſome Miniſters of your Maicſkic, 
malignant to ſee them colleagued, now with France, now 
with Venice, moucd with an immoderate zeale of your ſer. 
uice, to which they ſuppoſed that ſuch Confedcrations 
might bring ſomepreiudice, and iudging it moſt imporcanc 
to your Crowne,that you onely ſhould hauethe free patlage 
through the ſtraights of the Ua/re/ive inco Germany, and thac 
to all ocher Princes, they ſhould,ar your pleaſure, bee ſhut; 
haue gone contriuing Inventions. and infiduous Artjfices, to 
H 2 , diuide 
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diuide the Gri/ons,as well in the politique gouernment, asin 
Religion; to the end they might eaſily flide into veiter ruine. 
To this effeR, the lace count de Fuentes, Gouernour of 
Allan ereted that Fort, which to this day beares his name, 
ſo prejudiciall, as nothing more, to the Srare of the Grifexs; 
Having firſt with money corrupted ſome of the chiefe of 
thar Countrey, to the end, that if the Lords would oppoſe 
themſelues, they ſhould with various Arts be diſturbed; as it 
came right to palle by the labor of [o: Baptiſta Preusſts, Pome- 
peio, & Rodolfo Planta, Nichols Ruſea,and others, noted inthe 
Hanijeſt of the Griſons, of the yeare 1618, Inſtantly after 
which, Don Pedro de Toleds, Gouernor of Millan,in the yeare 
1617, didattempt to make a perpetuall league with the Grie 
ſons, wpon Articles molded by the Lord Alfonſo Caſale, Am- 
batſador of your Mateftie in that Republique, after his owne 
faſhion; In which there was nothing inſerted in the fauour 
of the Griſons, but a deluſory promiſe to demoliſh che fort of 
Fmnentes; wherewirth, ir ſecmcd to him, that they ſhou!d con- 
diſcend co all other things, how contrary ſocuer totheir li- 
bertie.” The ſame men, who did fauour the building of the 
Forr, did not faile to aduance alſo this Confederacie, perſwa- 
ding many, that by al meanes it ought to be embraced; bue 
the crooked praiſes of theſe Parriors, Enemies of their 
Countrey, being tothe Gri/ons diſcouered, they would nor 
aceeptcheſe Capitmlarions; bur forming a luridicary, and Cas 
pitall Proceſſe, againfttheſe Rebels, they found ſo many Ma- 
chinations, trcaſons, and other wicked ARions by them 
wrought, that proceeding to [uſtice, ic was requiſite, with 
Baniſhments, and death, ro giuethem deſcrued puniſhment; 
From that time, tilt now, that they remained exiled, aided 
with money by the Miriſters of your Maiettie, with which 
they . proceeded, maintayning freſh praftices with 
their friends and adherents, and corrupting many others, 
they haueſollicced continually to ſowe diſſention among 
this -people, thereby to raiſe ſome in{urreion, as nally 
hath ſucceeded in the Yaltelne. The truth of all this is cleat- 
ly collefted from che forcallcaged Manfeft,ot the Attions of 
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the Gri/on;,in the yeare 1618. to which Credit cannot bede- 
nied as the Miniſters of your Maiefty deſire, ſeeing thethings 
therein related are marrers of fat, and iuridically approued, 
where theſe affaires haue beene handled without pafſion, or 
reſpect cf perſons;as euery diſpaſſionate mind, by the reading 
thereof will iudge, 

The intent then of your Maieſties Miniſters was not,to eſte> 
bliſh a Confederacywith the Gri/on5;which had it bin ſo,they 
would have procured by lawfull wayes, & ypon Conditions 
reaſonable, as other Princes y{cd: and not by interuention of 
particular perſons, corrupted with gifts,and vpon Articles,ſo 
vnſ:uory,as among them are ſeene. But their purpoſe was, 
ſo cunninyly ro frame them, that they ſhould not be accep- 
red, becaufe, being promoued by the fatious party of men 
corrupt,and reiefted by che {ound part, diſ-interrefſed, and 
louers of the publique good, there might art{e a diſcord, 
ſowed by this art, to caſt theſe people into Confuſion, ſo 
that from their diuiſjon, according tothe Goſpell, thedcſo- 
lation of the State, might follow; Forthe Miniſters of your 
Majeſtic, foinenting one part againfl the other, did hope to 
opprelle both the one and the other, and highly co merit of 
you by enlarging, in whar way ſocuer, your Empire, 

This Artifice (0 Sac ed Catholique King! Yto diluniteSub- 
jets trom their Princes, to {end them 1nto deſtrauRion, is 
moſt proper,and praiſed by the Minifters of your Crowne; 
and who would here recount, how often, and in what ma- 
ner,they hauc plotted diſunion in the Kingdome of Fraxce, 
ſhould weaue a large Hiſtorie, The French Lords doe well 
know it,and it is a common opinion amongſt them, who beſt 
vnderſtand che Aﬀaires of State, that if all the Hugonotts of 
France ſhould bee reduced to the Catholique Retigion, the 
Spams Minifters would therewith be grieuoully diſpleaſed; 
ſecing that of them they make principall vic, as of moſt deare 
friends, to embroile that Kingdome, whenfocuer they haue 
any doubr, that the French may moue his forces to the 
dammage of Spaine, And they doe glory, not to feare ar 
all, the Armcs of his moſt Chbritia» Maicſtie, not becauſe 
H 3 they 
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the arc inualid, but that they know the way to keepechem 
bulied, ar their pleafure,ta his owne houſe : Which there- 
fore being well conlidered, might produce a contrary effeR. 
For, if the moſt Chriſtian King ſhall once refolue himlclfe, 
to carry the warre abroad, he ſhall reſt moſt ſecure, and qui- 
et, within his owne Kingdome, The great and warhke 
mindes of the French Nobilitic; borne to Armes and En- 
eerpriſcs, cannot lic waſting in Idlenefſe;, While they haue 
not elſewhere to bee exerciſed, it is no wonder that at home 
they may be eaſily excited ro turmuirs. Bur if they ſhall bee 
imployed in foraine Actions, they will runne greedily co 
viRories and glory, of which they are moſt ambiczous. And 
will deſire, like wife men, that their owne Country ſhou'd 
reſt in peace, to bee che more ablc with cheir Sword to ſub- 
due others : or will chey ſuffer themſclues robee difturbed 
by the treacherous machinations of them, who affe& their 
ruine. 

But this is ſpoken by the way, by occaſion of the like 
ftratagem at preſent uſed among the Gri/ons; the which ee- 
ingit hath begunne to take effe& in che Yaltelme, the Go- 
gernour of Millen is leapt intothe ficld, not with intcne to 
fauour, bur to oppretſethe party riſen; yer to giue another 
reliſh, Prepoſing ſtill this axiome of Afachiavell, that feined 
Religion doth much aduantage che Aftions of Princes: hee 
would makethe world beleeue, that he was moued with pie- 
#58 co take the proteFtion ofthe miſerable Va/tehrnes, oppreſ- 
ſed (as faith the Jaxifeft) in Religion, and politike life. 
Of which cwothings, it is now requiſite diftinly to en- 
create. , 

The Gri/ens doe pretend, that if God when hee created 
man, left him in the ſtate of free will, the Conſcience oughe 
co be free, no man being able to take away that, which is che 
gift of the Di«ine Maicſtie. They efteemethcir Condition 
co be moſt wretched and miſerable,who are violently forced 
to profeſſe ro beleeue that, which their Conſcience erucly 
doth not beleeue: and therefore they require libertic of 
Religion. They are diuided into Rowan, and Enangeligune, 
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every onc followes that part, to which his Conſcience en= 
chncth him. Every one doth belceue hee belecues well, 
and finnes morce}ly when he doth tranigrefle from chat an- 
cient Init;tution, whereinhe was borne and bred : Violence 
is donc to no man. In the publike Gouernment, aſwell 
the one, as the other, doc participate without any Di- 
ftin&tion. 
Now the Miniſters of your Maieſtie ſay,(as may beread in 
the ManifcR) that the Profeiſors of the Rewiſb Religion 
hauc no more libertic ro follow their truc faith, becauſe the 
contrary faQtion doth tyrannouſly oppreflecherm; And here 
they alleage many violence Ationgz which if in cafe ſome are 
erue, certainly they are not happened, but for grieuous Ini 
riesand offences firſt done by the Rowamftr to the 
liques: but the truth is, that the molt part of themarefa 
the effe&t to this day, hath ſhewedir t0.be moſt falſe, chat. 
ver the Enangeliques did atrempt to oppreſſe the Rownanifts; 
Vpon which,for becter jIluſtration,weewill with reaſon dil 
courſe a little in the fauourof truth, 
Tieſc two Faftions, Rewmwn, and iqee, eicher 
are cquall, or the one isſuperiour to rhe other; If chey 
are equall,$ cuery one doe perlift in theirown opinion, (it 
being cerraine that in their Dzezs, called by chem Drirevre, 
the Miniſters of the one, and the other, <qually arc afſitanc) 
of nec{fſitieic muſt bee ſaid, that whenany thing iis handled, 
which doth preiudice:the one, or the-other, chere-can neuer 
be any agreement. But ſeeing. they doe accord as.ic appcares 
by the .Dvert of Toſaxa,in the yeare 1618. in whichlo mary 
Febells, as well Romans, as Ex:ngeliques without all relpeR 
were gamiſhed; Then it muſt. be concluded not to bec true, 
that chey praiſe one to preit-Jice the otherzThen ir is falſc, 
that the Ewengeligues doe oppreſle the Romaniſts. Bur who 
ſhall ay thar the one is too firong,.and doth perſccure the 
other? How is it, that in ſo many,and ſo many yeares, that 
part hath not vſurped che abſoluce dominion ? If the Reo- 
w4y preuatle, how doe #Hhey conſent, that their Clergie 
men ſhould bce chaſtiſed, andas your A——_ 
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affirme, in deſj pight of Religion? If the Evangelique be, upe- 
riour, how can it ſtand, char putting to *death the Arch- 
Prieſt of Sondrio, , and exiling the Biſhop of Cir4 for being 
of the Roman Religion, a'rerward they admirced another Bis 
ſhop, and another eArch-Prieſt of the ſame Religion? And 
why didchey condemne only thoſe ewo,and not many other 
good and cruely religious men, of which in chat State there 
arc mulcicudes? Lett bee then ſaid, notro bea truth, char 
the Enangeliques doe perſecute the Romanifts 

And it the aforeſaid Clergie-men haue ſufered; the tre(- 
paſſes by them commitred, 1 commvnens patrians, did cauſe, 
char, with Common conſent, aſwell of the Catholique Re- 
wars, as of the Ewangeliques, they haue becene puniſhed + as 
it is notorious by che aforcmentioned writing of the yearc 
1618. And that ic was not done in the hatred of Religion, 
may more elcarcly from this be diſcerned, that amongtt the 
accuſed and condemned there, were many more Emnange- 
liques then Rowans. Whence it is cuidenr,that with all jne- 
gritic, and without any reſ} p*Q, thoſe of che E #.:x7el/ique face 
tion, haue onely aymed, not ſparing themſelucs, ar the ad- 
miniſtration of nice: And Rololfo Planta, thar then was 
baniſhed, as is knowne toall men, was not onely an Here- 
tique, but a principal Headof che Heretiques, 

With cwothings about this Subicttche World is greatly 
amazcd and ſcandalized: The one, that the Minifters of 
your Maicſtie in the {13ſt printed by chem for the Yal- 
zoliner, haue darcd to giue thetitle of a true Airtyr of 
Chriſt, to the Arch-prieft of Sondrio,a man blood-thirlty,and 
a Traitor to his Prince; whence it appeares, that onely for 
being their fauo'rer, he obrained the mcrir, to be Canoni- 
ſed for a Saive. The other is, that chey haue alwayes held 
ſoftri&t [n:el!;gence wich Rodolfo Plenta, and other princi- 
pall Heretiques, and haue fauoured, and Ripendiared them, 
both before and afcer their Baniſhmenc, and haue made ve, 
and yet doe yie them continually in matters very inde- 
cent.

ther did leape out to ran{ack the land of Cremaſcs; Another 
did procure to betray the Citie of Crema ſubiet ro the Se- 
nate: If oneof your Ambatſſadours, with intelligence of the 
Vice-Roy of Naples,and the Goucrnour of Allan, did ma- 

chinate a moſt dercfiable confpiracie againſt the Citie of Fe- 
nice it {clfe ; If now the preſent Gouernour of Han hath 
cauſed the Vattelines to rebell from the Griſons: And if all 
theſe things haue beene done, with the Armes, the men, 
and the money of your Maieltic, and in times that you 
haue profeiſcd to bee a good friend both to the Griſens, Ve- 
netians, Duke of Mantua, and the Pope, the world cannot 


imagine other, buc that your Maieſtic hath giuen theſe or 
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ders. From whence it is publikely ſpoken, that the King of 
Spaine doth attend to nothing elſe, but to raiſe Rebellons, to 
contrive Conſpir-cies,to ſollicite ereaſons,to ranſackrob, & 
aiſi(ſinate his triends, Thus by che meancs of his M:ufters, 
his Royal name, without any h:s owne faulr, is ſtaynedwih 
Intimy. I call God co witnetſe,that ] thus ſpeakegbecau el ſo 
certainly belcene of your Maieſtiez who deriving your birch 
from the moſt noble Germ: Nation, which by nature 1s free, 
ſingle, and of a mind: farre eſtranged from trauds, deecpts, 
and irca{ons, and are deſcended from the moſt famous houſe 
of « Auſtria, which hach ſtil produced Princes magnani- 
mois, adorned with high valour, and true veitye:; Iris in» 
cred ble that you ſhould euer cncline the grearnetTe of your 
mindeto Attions ſo vnworthy. Bur all men are not ableto 
diſtinguiſh of Nations, nor to know the qualities of Princes; 
whence the greateſt parr, hearing the name of a King of

eſteemed importance, though Baxiacall it ſuperfluous. 

From all theſe premitles (0 {arh:like c> moſt mighty X1o- 
march) the world doth draw one of theſe two molt neceTary 
conſequences; which are, that the Spaniard; either beleeue 
not in God, or preſume to bee able to doe more then God. 
Becauſe,if they belceve in God, they ought to know, and 
hold for faich, that the Elefton of a Pope, although made by 
mediation of men, is the worke of the Holy Ghoſt : And if 
they ſo beleeue, and neucrtheleſle attempt, chac the Pope 
ſhould be choſen according to their will,then chey preſume 
to be able ro depriue the Holy Ghoſt of that authority, which 
onely to him appertaines; who can finde a meane torecon.

Sacred HMaieſtie, | can doe _no leſle then ſpeake clearly, 
and if God be Truthit ſclfte, God now doth ſpeake by my 
penve; This is one of thoſe things which deſtroy the Holy 
Church ; Anda Catholike King, who is obliged to ſuccour 
it, ought not, in ſuch a manner,concurre to ruine ir; I could 
add many other things, but becauſe truth produceth hatred, 
a curſed {onne of a bletſed Mother, I doubt that even theſe 
few glanced at,will be ill ynderſtood, And now I forwarne 
this my writing, that for ſpeaking truth, ic ſhall be condem- 
ned.

But that it may be Jawfull co embrace them, when it ſhall 
happen through the occa(ion of ill viage, that-they of their 
oWne will doe rebel}, there arc yet ſome dare. maintaine-it.4

cour the oppretled, and that the condition ofthe miſerable 

ſhould be too wretched,jf they might of no fide hope of aide; 
Buc to vnderſtand this caſe with Iudgement, it muſt not be 
difcuilcd with thelc vniuerfal propolitions, which only ſhew 
a certaine Equiry bur it is requiſite re reduce it to particular 
and proper termes of [uſtice, Diſtinguiſhing then; wee ſay, 
that that Prince, to whoſe protection the rebelled people of 
another Prince haue recourſe , cithcr hee hath right of fome 
aRion vuer them, as the Subiects of the vailalls of his Fex- 
datory, or he hath no right of ation whatſoener, If he hath 
no ARion,neither can hereceiue them into proteQion: Be- 
cauſe, if People (chough ill handled) doe contrary ro the 
Divine Law, to rebell; againſt theſame-Law hefipnes, who 

doth fauour and protect their Rebellion. If a 'Thicte doeill 

to robbe, it cannot be ſaid that he doth well, who doth af-

tightly and juſtly may goucrne ;z depriuing your Maieſtie of 
the Inuciticure of cheſc fewdes, which will bee eſcheated' 
by the Iniuſtice of your Miniſters, by you tollerated. 
And tt at preſent it may ſceme, that the Srate of Millan 
is fecure , the Empeiour being of the houſe of e-Luftria, 
and your neate kiriſman, and that you feare not Naples and 
Sly, knowing the high Biſhop moſt inclinable to your 
fquour; yet in many reſpetts, there remaines much whereof 
re doubt;; The affetion of the minde, and-the alliance of 
blood, with fomeother intereſt ijoyned to the one, and the 
Other,are conſiderations that can doe much: But the loue of 
Heawen,and the frcare of Hell, and the infallible Indgement 
of God, which will giuethe one, orthe other, as 1 belceue 
may mucivinore preuaile : $0 that at laſt, thePope, and the' 
Emperaur will haue more care of their owne foules, then of 


y our Maicttics ſatisfa&tion; I adde, that the Empere, & Popte. : 


domeare E\eftiue Principalittes,and not hereditarie, whence 

if the preſent Biſhop bee obſequious to your Maieftics will, 

perhaps his ſnccellor will bee contrary. And though-now 
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the Exyperexr bee an eAwftrimn, in ſhort time an Enemy of 
the houſe of Aufria, may ſucceed him; who finding to wt 
occaſjon, will certainly bereaue your Maicſtie of your fexdes 3 
and when netther of theſe would, | may ſay, God will doe 
ir,and might allcadg the authoritie of holy men,and prophe- 
ſfies of Sacred Sereprare,bur Tl will emic chem as ſuperfluous; 
onely this I will adde, that when all other danger ſhould 
taile , you ought greatly io feare the heauy diſlike of all your 
owne Subicts: becauſe tn»iſa nunquam [mperia retmentur 

in, 

Let your Maicſty chen conſider(co cloſe vp this Diſcourſe) 
how your Miniſters bring vour States of [taly into extreame 
peril, both in reſpe& of your SubieRs,by their manex of Go- 
uernment, & with the machinations which chey continually 
weauc againſt} other Princes; Andif euer Emperor or Pope 
ſhould take Armes againſt you, you may bee aſſured to have 
all the Princes of /ta/y, and perhaps of Ewrope, your Oppe- 

ftes, becauſe the intereſt of State hath opened their eyes. 

Ler your Maieſtie imagine to ouer-heareall the [ra/iav 
Potentates, after this manner co diſcourſe among themſclues, 

Now what doe we doe? Why doe we not oppoſe him, 
who with a thouſand frauds doth aſpire our ruinc ? The Spa- 
yards poſletle in /taly, Millan, Naples, and Scily, beſides 
many lands wreſted from poore particular Lords, as Monacs, 
Piombino, Corregio, and others, and yet are not contenc; If 
now they become Maſters of the Yalreline, whereby they 
projeCt ro ſhur vp the patſage of ſtranger Nations called to 
our ſeruice, andco keepe it at pleaſure, open totoyne with 
theirs, the German forces of the houſe of Auftria. 


By this vnion they promiſe themſelues vrrerly to bring re: 


nothing the power ofche Republique of Venice, the which 
being remoued, they hope 1n Jtraly to finile no other reſj- 
ſt:nce : ſothar thereof they will toone acquire the abioluce 
Monarchy.

manner they ſecke to effe it, and wee ttand ſtill, with our 
thumbs vnder our girdles: coo late we ſhall repent, if ſoone 
wee done not reſol.ie, Here, returning their thoughts vpon 
your Miieſtic,in whoſe name your Minitters worke,they pro- 
cced,medicating the ſame conceit in theſe words, 
Phi'ip King of Macedon, who alwaies with ſnares, with 
treacheries, with ſacriledge,attentiueco enlarge his Empire, 
being by the Theb.1ns choſen Captain of their Army againft 
the Phociars,who robbing the Temple of eApollo,with facred 
treaſures had armed to make warre on Thebes, vnder the 
ſhow of piecy and Religion; readily accepred the charge and 
Encerpriſe , and at the firſt Encounter, ouercame the Ene- 
my, whence hee was celebrated with Immortoll glory, 
Incredibile,quantum eares apud ownes nationes Philiypo glori- luſt.

Bat the Eng4/h, French, Germanes, and other Nations, doe 
noe thinke them(clues free of the danger, rather they hold 
tor certaine that the progrelles of the king of: Sparne,in 7raty, 
are preambles to their ruine,and they remember, that the Ro-= 
manes, after the conquett of 7:44, did ſubdue rhe wortd; 
Wherefore our defence is thejr intereſt, and wee and they 
for this common inrereſt, are bound, by common conſent, 
and with vnited forces, toreſiſt, yea to ſuppreſſe the Spaniſh 

VaMax.lca Armics, gue oppreſſ»re ſunt, iff opprimmantur. And if perhaps 
ſome doe not beleene that the Catholique King can hane fo 
greedy defires, let him well conſider that whic! his Prede- 
celſors haue done to thoſe many Kms, 8nd mighty Prixces 
of Indin, and from example of others, let him learne to looke 
ynto him; Folfx quem fririnnt aliens pericuta exntum.

Jn breete, chey pretend ular your 
Maicity ſhould be foleand ſupreameAſonargh of al, [raly,and 
doe bcleeue,thattherennrothe Dominion of the J/u/reline is 
the dire way, 'the which cannot by you juſtly bee kept, 
though it were erne, which is noz,; that of thewlſelues ti 0/e 
pcople.1:ad rebelled; bur yourareobliged rorettore into their 
owne Lords, having nb ation tnany-kind vpoa then, as a 
ſupreame Prince ſhould haue oner his fendatory.. The which 
if it (hill be well conſidered of your Miieltie, you will know 
not onely the Iniuftice, which your Miniſters defirerococ, 
in [natchivg againſtequitythe Eſtates of others, bus alſo the

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danger whercinto they thruſt your owne Eſtates in Jealy 
the which being continually governed wich violence, ex.' 
cortions, and manifeſt Tyrannies of your Miniſters, doe in- 
duce 2 neccflitie (if they love their ſoules kealth) in the 
Pope and the Emperowr,their ſfupreame Princes, to depriuc 
your Maicſijc of the Inuefticure, 3nd co transferre it to ano- 
ther, who may juſtly and mildly gouerne them : And it cuer 
ie hall bee thus relolued, your Maicſtic ſhall finde a!l che /- 
talizn Princes your oppolites, who fromthe lurprije of the 
Valtcline,” are confirmed in this opinion, that che Spari- 
«rd: proieft, ſuddenly co ſubdue all /zay; and referring the 
ations of Minifters to your Maieſtie, doe conclude, that 
you certainly aſpire, to make your ſelfe thereof ole Afonarch, 
as in times paſt Phe/sp of Macedon did of Greece 5 and after 
the Conqueſt of Jraly, that you haue fixed your thoughts 
vpon' the Monarchy of che World, as cid once the Romans. 
Wherefore it is the Common Interc of all the Princes of 
Emrope, to oppo'e your Armes, thar they doe not in this 
our World, that which your Anceſtors haue done in the 
new world of [ndia. 

All cheſe matters I have hicherto diſconr(ed, and fully de- 
clared to your Maieſtic, not with intent,as others haue done, 
derraQtingly to inueigh, co ſtaine your Reputation,and to ex- 
Cite againſt you vniuerſall haired ; but with purpoſe freely 
eo diſcouer that truth, which neuer or rarely 1s broughe 
pure, ſincere, and chaſt, to che earcs of Princes; but viola- 
ted, corrupted, and adulcerated,by choſe, who by indire& 
wayes, withour merit, ſeeke toacquire Grace, 

I know that your Maieftic feares God, Ioues Tuſtice, 
hates Tyrannic, is content with your owne,doth not couct 
the goods of others, doth prize your owne name z defires 
Peace, abhorres Warre, wiſhes the good of your ſubieRts, 
the quier of your neighbours, and the concord of Chri/ten- 
dome. Whence | am ſecure, that raking in good part my 
words, and weighing them in the juft ballance of your greac 


prudence, you will not,that Tr«t2,. who is the Daughter of
